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THESE CHILDREN LEARN THREE R’s 
IN HOSPITAL—NOT IN SCHOOL 


Unlike many children who attend their local schools, the 
patients in the Alberta Red Cross Crippled Children’s hospital 
school should have no fear of not passing into the next grade. 
A Department of Education report on the school commends 
it most highly with the inspector’s words, “I do not know of 


any school anywhere that achieves its purpose more fully.” 


Five fulltime paid teacners, two 
volunteer teachers, three music 
teachers, five story-tellers, six 
letter writers and 20 handicraft 
teachers instruct the paticnts in 
Gradse I hrough XII. The schco! 
works in conjunction with the 
Correspondence School Branch to 
provide the children with educa- 


tion {rom the day they enter hos- 
pital until they leave. When the 
ebildren return .home they may 
continue the correspondence les- 
sons, if necessary, or return to 
day school. 

Patients at the hospital schoo! 
begin their studies after a medicni 
staff consultation so that the 


treatment of the child’s disability 
is not intertered with. 

The classes are carried on 
either in the regular wards or in 
special classrooms, with equipment 
such as orthopedic desks, bed 
desks and special tables used to 
give the children maximum coni- 
fort. 

Classes are ‘a session from 9:45 
am, to 11:1& a.m. and from 1 p.m. 
to 3:30 p.m. The teachers move 
from classrooms to wards as th2 
needs arise. While the pupils have 
the correspondence lessons as 
guides, instruction is complete in 
all subjects. The teachers mark 
the lessons from I to VI, the other 
lessons are marked in Edmonton 

Difficulties arise continually as 
the enrolment is changing con- 
stantly. However, as soon as a 
child arrives his abilities are esti- 
mated and he is given work 4 - 
cordingly. 

“The attitude of the regular aud 
special teachers is such that thc 
pupils are most happy in spite of 
their disabilities and their educa- 
tion is actually more “many-sided” 
than that in the public schools,” 
says the inspector. “Progress in 
the skills compares very favorably 
with what is found elsewhere, 
while primary reading is actually 
superior., A school like this is a 
credit to all parties concerned.” 

The inspector's report continues 
that the services at the hospital 
school cannot be estimated in er- 
dinary terms and that actually the 
training in the school, with the 
feeline of achievement and se:f- 
confidence it inspires in the pupils, 
is a very important part of the 
whole rehabilitation program. 

The Provincial Department of 
Education gives a grant of $1009 
per year per paid school teacher, 
with Red Cross making up the re- 
mainder. In 1952, the government 
grant .was $3000, but to augment 
this, Red Cross expenses in giving 
the children the education they 
require amounted to $9,841.41 for 
salaries and $1,310.41 for supplies. 
a total of $11,151.82.

Major Tragedy In Edmonton 
RCAF Flier’s Coolness Averts 


A cool RCAF pilot averted a 
possible major tragedy about noen 
MonJey when he crash-landed a 
Beacheraft Expediter in a 100-foot 
space between a house and a rail- 
way ‘track in Calder on Edmon- 
tor's northern outskirts.

Justice Has Triumphed 


Two weeks ago, in an editorial im this 
page, we pointed out to our readers the gross 
inequality of justice in two recent court deci— 
sions on homicide. t 
Lorang Sorum, guilty of deliberately killing 
one man in Edmonton shouid not be hung for 
his crime when another man, Alex Standing- 
at-the-door was given only ten years in prison 
for bringing death to a whole group of people 
by deliberate means. 

We are gratified, therefore, to note that 
the death sentence imposed on Lorang Sorum 
former University of Alberta student sche- 
duled to be hanged July 7 for the murder of 
an Edmonton oil executive, has been com- 
muted. to life imprisonment. 

This is a victory for Justice in: Alberta, 
and Lorang Sorum will be spared to live out 


his natural life in the penetentiary where he | 


can be given some useful work to do. 

It is: time Canadian justice was brought 
up to date by abolishing the death pettalty 
altogether. In the case of murder, it is 
pretty hard to define any criminal as. sane, 
because how could a sane mind piot to take 
the life of another? The most revolting 
crimes are usually committed by the obvi- 
ously insane. But we spare the life of a so- 
called “insane” criminal found guilty of tak- 
ing the life of another and hang the others. 
The fear of the death penalty hasn’t stopped 
men like Lorang Sorum from committing 
murder. So the death penalty should be 
abolished from our criminal code.

Dr. Einer Perman, head surgeon of a 
large Stockholm hospital, says the male sex 
is much weaker than the female.
